My FRIENDS, 


As on previous occasions, I am again writing 
this letter from Shunking and for many reasons it — 
is a cause of regret to me that this will be the 
last time that the letter is addressed from this place, 
where I have received much kindness on many 
occasions. 

Just after writin to you in the middle of 
November I had a signal instance of God’s pro- 
tecting care, for, as I left the city of Suining by 
*bus, the bridge over which we had to cross a gulley 
was ‘too narrow, besides being slippery with mud 
and rain, so the vehicle skidded badly and com- 
pletely overturned, crashing on its roof fifteen feet 
below’ It is still a marvel to me why some of 
the passengers were not killed, but the worst that 
happened was one badly crushed arm. 

The time in Chengtu till the end of the year 
was occupied largely in preparing for the forth- 
coming Synods and other important events, and 
also in obeying the doctor’s orders in doing as ‘Tittle 
as was necessary | Dr. Anderson i is happily’ able to

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encourage me to hope that after a rest and change 
at home I may again be able to fulfil the normal 
duties of my office and he was good enough to 
permit me to hold the Western Szechwan Synod and 
to attend the Consecration of the new Bishop of 
_ Eastern Szechwan, but he could not extend his 
permission to my taking part in the General Synod 
of the Chung Hua Sheng Kung Hui, which is to be 
held at Foochow at the end of April, and this is a 
great disappointment to me. 


An account of the Western Szechwan Synod 
will appear elsewhere in these pages and it must 
suffice for me to say how greatly encouraged I was 
on the whole by the general discussions which took — 
| pet then, especially during the first part of the 
four days of Synod when subjects of great import- 
mace were brought before the assembled delegates. 
| Loh Djung-shu’s exposition of the Christian’s 
duty in respect of international relations was extra- | 
ordinarily masterly and high-toned. The thorny 
subject of finance proved no easier to deal with than 
gn previous occasions and we are still seeking means 
by which not only our needs shall be supplied but 
the Chinese Church as a whole shall realise its duty — 
in this matter. 


. We were all, Chinese and Westerners alike, 
delighted to have Mr. and Mrs. Gur ney Barclay 
in our midst for the Synod and the Missionary 
Conference which followed. Their ready apprecia- — 

n of the essential facts of the situation and their 
aegmpathetic attitude brought comfort to many 
hearts and even if there are no outstanding material 
results of their visit (though we are hoping there 
may be), it will be always a precious memory that 
_ they entered so fully into our lives during the days 
of their fellowship with us. I am sure Salisbury — 
Square will mean very much more to all of us who 
met with them. 

Without returning to Chengtu from Mienyang, 
where the Western Synod was held, my wife and I 
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came on to Shunking, where I had to take part in 
the meeting of Standing Committee of the Eastern 
Synod and this was followed by the Consecration of 
the new Bishop, which took place on St. Paul’s 
Day, January 25th. In spite of cold weather, con- 
ditions of brigandage, the approach of Chinese New 
Year, etc., a very large number of-Chinese and — 
Westerners gathered for this most important 
occasion. It was most moving to see the new. 
leader thus set apart to his sacred office in the midst 
of his own people, and beginning what I am con- 
fident will be a new and brighter chapter in the 
history of the work of the Church in Kastern 
Szechwan. Certainty grows in the minds of all his 
colleagues, as they see him at work, that he is the 
man of God’s choice, and any sorrow I myself may 
feel at having to lay down what has been a respon- 
sibility bringing many delightful privileges is more 
than compensated in the joy that the Church will 
be more suitably and adequately shepherded than 
has previously been possible. These lines are being 
written in the midst of the first Synod of the new 
Diocese of Eastern Szechwan, where’ Bishop 
Houghton has already established himself as one 
worthy of the confidence of all. 


It is impossible to express adequately the sense 
of our gratitude to Bishop Norris, the Chairman of 
the House of Bishops, for his ready and generous 
willingness to come up to an inland station such as 
this in Szechwan to conduct the Consecration. - 
Even with improved methods of travel, from 
Peipng to Shunking is no mean distance, 
especially at this time vear. In order. 
to avoid the unusually low water it was necessary. 
_ for the Bishop to fly from Ichang to Chungking, 
and he will have to use the same method on his 
return. His cheery presence, and the keenness 


with which he entered into all our concerns, will | 


make his visit to Eastern Szechw an long be be 
remembered. 
To-morrow my wife and [ are to set out on our 
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return journey to Chengtu and in two or three 
weeks leave our home for Shanghai, from which 
place we are to sail on March 16th, so we shall 
probably be in England towards the end of April. 
It will be a great privilege to meet so many friends 
of Szechwan, and I sincerely trust that the doctors 
will not lay on me too stringent instructions with 
regard to my activities at home. My debt, and the 
debt of the Church in Szechwan, are too ‘great to 
miss any opportunity of éxpressing personally some- 
thing of the gratitude we all feel.

THE CONSECRATION OF 
BISHOP HOUGHTON. 


__ It was most appropriate that the consecration | 
service of the Rev. I. Houghton as the first bishop 
of the Diocese of Eastern Szechwan should be held 
on St. Paul’s Day, 1937; and it was fitting that the 
place chosen for the occasion should be Nan- 
chung, an important centre with live Church work, 
and within reach also of the few C.M.S. Missionaries 
who were able to be present. 

There was a spirit of expectancy abroad as 
Chinese and foreigners bowed in prayer in this 
characteristically Chinese Church. Many of the 
delegates had come long distances in order to 
attend, and some had been as many as twelve days 
on the journey. Bishop Norris of Peiping had 
travelled by train, steamer, aeroplane, launch and 
sedan-chair, 1n order to officiate. Bishop Curtis had 
already set out on his journey from Chekiang, but, 
owing to a heavy fall of snow, aeroplanes were 
unable to keep to scheduled time, and his visit to 
Nanchung had to be cancelled. ‘About fifty-three 
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Chinese delegates and fifty missionaries were able 
to gather, however, in addition to a considerable 
number of local Christians. 

Archdeacon Fu had carefully planned all the 
arrangements and ensured that the service proceeded 
smoothly. Booklets containing the complete ser- 
vice had been specially printed for the occasion, and — 
these made it easy for everyone to enter into the 
devotional spirit of it. 

Four Bishops, including Bishop Song and 
Bishop Ku, and twenty-six clergy processed into 
the church singing ‘‘ Onward Christian Soldiers.’’ 
After Bishop Norris had read the first part of the 
Communion Service, Bishop Holden preached on the 
text, ‘‘ Il was not ‘disobedient unto the heavenly 
vision.”? The Bishop reminded us.that St. Paul was 
for all time an example of what the grace of the 
Lord Jesus Christ could accomplish in a man who 
was fully yielded to God and ready at all costs to 
obey the divine commands given in response to the . 
earnest inquiry, ‘‘ Lord, what wilt Thou have me 
to do?’’? The sermon was a stirring challenge to 
faith and should be long remembered. 

The remainder of the service was then con- 
ducted with a simplicity and dignity that befitted 
the event. The Rev. Wang Ioh-Han, a former 
student of Bishop Houghton’s at the Paoning 
Theological College, read the Litany; Archdeacon 
Denham played the organ and gave a splendid lead 
to the hearty singing; and Bishop Norris read the | 
prayers with such meaning and grace that it was 
easy to enter into their true spirit. At the close 
of the service, when the bishops and clergy had 
withdrawn, Bishop Houghton thanked them for 
their kindness and bespoke their continued prayer 
on his behalf. 

This short account of the shinies service 
would not be complete without some reference to 
the ‘‘ Welcome ’’ and ‘‘ Farewell ’’ Meeting that 

was held the same afternoon for Bishop and Mrs. 
Houghton and Bishop and Mrs. Holden respectively. 
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Bishop Ku, in a witty speech, compared the Diocese 
to a three-bearer chair, and the bishops to chair- 
bearers who, finding the load too heavy and the 
distances too oreat, added a fourth chair-carrier and 
divided their burden between two chairs. Presenta- 
tions both from the Diocese and the Women’s . 
Missionary Service League were made and thanks 
tendered. These gifts included a small silver shield 
offered to Bishop and Mrs. Holden, on which was 
inscribed a short but meaningful phrase to the 
effect that though the Bishop’s time in Eastern 
Szechwan had been short, vet his affection for the 
thurch there was of a lasting nature. ©

Dear Friexnps or West Cuina, 


I am sitting on the verandah of the C.I.M. 
house in this busy city, enjoying the warm sunshine 
which deceives one into unagining that the pene- 
trating damp eal of our Szechwan winter is over 
and gone. 

Just a week ago at this very moment I was. 
consecrated Bishop. of Eastern Szechwan in the 
church a few yards away, and now I want to share 
with you the experiences of these crowded days, 
partly -because I feel I should ‘scarcely be alive to 
tell the tale if-I had not been supported by your. 
prayers, and partly because I hope it will be 
impossible for you to read this letter without (in- 
voluntarily as well as of set purpose) praising God 
for the answers given and yielding vourselves to 
Him for further believing intercession.

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From London to Nanchung. | 

But first of all I must say a word about our 
journey. From November 24th when we left 
London to January 22nd we were travelling almost > 
continuously. Methods of travel have varied. For 
instance, on the overland journey from Chungking, 
when our coolies dumped their loads on the street 
of a crowded market town, while we—the centre of 
a deeply interested crowd—devoured our rice and 
vegetables in an imp close by, our obviously English 
cabin trunks and the ‘‘ Queen Mary ”’ labels still — 
affixed to them reminded us, by their very incon- 
eruity with the atmosphere of the place, of God’s 
good Hand upon us during these two months—five 
days on the ‘‘ Queen Mary,”’ six days (with twelve © 
sermons and addresses!) at Toronto, five days by 
C.P.R. across Canada, seventeen days on the 
‘‘Kmpress of Canada’’ from Vancouver to Shanghai, - 
a fortnight on the S.S. ‘‘ Min Toh ”’ up the Yangtze 
from Shanghai to Chungking, and finally five days 
by sedan chair to this city! _ 
When we arrived in Shanghai on December 
— 29th we heard that the water of the Upper Yangtze 
was so low that navigation was almost suspended, 
as far as steamers are concerned; but three days 
later we had boarded a Chinese steamer, the ‘‘ Min 
Toh,’’ which was scheduled to make the journey 
through to Chungking. In spite of hitting a rock 
at one rapid, and-being pulled over two others on 


- our steel hawser, we came through without serious — 


delay, full of admiration for the calmness and 
efficiency of our Chinese pilots, officers and crew in 
moments of danger. We understand ours was the 
last steamer to get through successfully, and the 
only possible channel is now blocked by the wreck 
of the ‘‘ Shu Tong,’ an ancient boat which after 
30 years’ service sank a few days ago at one of 
the most dangerous rapids. Bishop Norris, who had — 
been close behind us, was compelled to fly from 
Ichang to Chungking, but he was with us for the 
last three days of the overland journey. In spite 
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of his forty-seven years in China, he is still full of 
energy and I think he really enjoyed our primitive 
arrangements for his comfort, though they included 
at least one night in a Szechwan inn—and we do not 
reckon our caravanserais are amongst the major 


glories of the province! 
‘* And so we came to Rome,’’ says St. Luke. 


-Nanchung is our Rome for the moment, and like 


Paul we thanked God and took courage when we 
were met outside the city by group after group of 
our fellow-workers, both Chinese and missionary. 


The Consecration. — 


God gave us a day of bright sunshine on 
January 25th, and we met in the church at 10 a.m. 
—four Bishops (Bishop Norris, Bishop Holden, and 
the two Chinese Assistants, Bishop Ku and Bishop 
Song), Archdeacon Fu, Archdeacon Denham and 
more than twenty other clergy (including nine 
Chinese), catechists and lay delegates, both men 
and women, from all over the new diocese, an 
astonishingly large group of missionaries, and 
members of the local church. From the C.M.S. 
area we welcomed Bishop Song, the Rev. and Mrs. 
Maxwell (she is my wife’s twin sister), and the 


‘Rev. Douglas Sargent, in addition to Bishop and 


Mrs. Holden. From the human point of view I 


_suppose I should be regarded as the centre figure at 


the ceremony, but in all reverence I affirm that 
Another was there in Whose glorious Presence I 


- lost all self-consciousness, while the sense of my 


own helplessness was balanced by the strorig assur- 
ance of His supporting might. The actual service 
—wholly in Chinese, of course—was a close trans— 
lation of that given in our own Book of Common 
Prayer. Bishop Holden preached on Acts 26, 19: 
was not disobedient to the heavenly vision 
a message appropriate for St. Paul’s Day and in 
measure for me also. Often during this week I have 
wondered how I dared to let my name go forward 
for this position, and often I have felt that the task 
is almost ridiculously impossible of accomplishment, 
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but the evidence that we are here in obedience to a 
heavenly vision has been so strong that we can 
never doubt its validity, and since God makes no 
mistakes we can only conclude that He means to 
use us—perhaps to demonstrate afresh that the 
excellency of the power is of Him and not of us. _ 

In the afternoon we had to face the ordeal of a 
public gathering, which served two purposes—a 
farewell to Bishop Holden and a welcome to our- 
selves. Bishop Ku presided, and he and others, 
including Wang Yo-han, one of my former | 
students at Paoning and now the greatly loved 
_ pastor of this church, made graceful speeches full 
of well-deserved appreciation of Bishop Holden and © 
generous reference to myself. Mrs. Ku and Mrs. 
Wang spoke for the women, and I am sure they are 
sincere both in their sense of loss at the departure 
of Bishop and Mrs. Holden and in their joy at the 
return of Bishop Cassells’ daughter to the work 
which he founded. Bishop Ku, by the way, saw 
deep significance in the fact that my wife was born 
in the year following, and I in the year preceding, 
Bishop Cassels’ consecration. | 


The Synod. 

The two days which followed were wholly 
occupied in meetings of the first Synod of the new | 
diocese. A few of the more distant parishes were 
not represented, and we should like to have wel- 
comed more lay delegates, but their absence was 
explained by the fact that this is the last month of 
the Chinese year—a very busy time for shop- 
keepers and business people. Perhaps the most 
encouraging items were the reports of the special 
training classes for voluntary workers held at many 
centres during the year, and Miss Lii’s thrilling 
story of the evangelistic campaigns in which she > 
and others have been engaged. As so often at home, 
finance was the thorniest ‘problem, and it was quite 
evident (1) that the Chinese Church does not fully 
appreciate the Mission policy in regard to self- 
support; (2) that many of our Christians have not 
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discovered the joy of giving; (3) that in some cases 
they would give more liberally if the spiritual 
standard of our Chinese workers was less uneven ; 
and (4) that our people have not recovered from the 
appalling sufferings of the last few years, e.g., the 

‘invasions, the military oppression and the poor 
harvests due partly to these causes and partly to 
acts of God. Owing to lack of rain there. is con- 
siderable anxiety in regard to the wheat harvest 
this spring, and already we hear reports of famine 
conditions in several areas. ae. 

- God forbid that we should judge them and fail 
to remember that from one point of view they are 
what we have made them. But God forbid also that 
we should doubt for one moment the possibility of 
such a work of God’s Spirit as would revive our 
churches and raise our business discussions on to a 
wholly different plane. 

For me personally these days were deeply 
humiliating. As Chairman, my conduct of the 
meetings revealed the rustiness of my Chinese and 
my ignorance of the background of many of the 
questions which were discussed. It may be that in 
~ retrospect I shall be thankful for the suddenness of 
the plunge, but certainly I felt I was in deep waters, ° 
and it was often a painful struggle to reach the 
surface! At the same time, nothing could exceed 
the kindness and courtesy of Bishop Holden, 
Bishop Ku and many others. es 

The majority of the Chinese delegates left us 
on Thursday, and Thursday and Friday were 
occupied largely by meetings of the Standing Com- 
mittee, to which (partly through lack of time) 
Synod had entrusted a number of unsolved ques- 
tions. After two strenuous days we appointed an 
Executive Committee (1) to implement the decisions 
of the Standing Committee, and (2) to complete the 
business of the Synod! | 


Ordinations. 
The last day of my first week as Bishop of the 
new (liocese was a very happy one, for it was my 
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privilege to set apart the Rev. F. A. Skinner, of 
K’aihsien, as*presbyter, and Messrs. K. H. Lambert 
and W. H. Simmonds, of T’ienkiang and Tachu 
respectively, as deacons. The Rev. C. B. Hannah, 
our ©.I.M. Superintendent in Eastern Szechwan, 
preached on those words of inexhaustible signifi- 
cance: ‘‘ As the Father hath sent Me, eren so “send 


I you.’ 


Our Programme. 

On February 18th my wife and I hope to travel 
to Paoning via Hsichung and Futsunyi, return- 
ing via Nanpu, Yingshan and Chowkow. 
After two or three days we shall set out again 
(D.V.), travelling via Ch’ ihsien, Tachu, Tahsien 

and Liangshan to Wanhsien, where we hope to 
aiend Easter (March 28th). Immediately after- 
wards we go via Shanghai to Foochow, Fukien, for 
the meeting of the General Synod of the Sheng 
Kung Huw, April 17th to 26th. * 

On our return to the diocese in May, our plans 
are uncertain. We have not vet been able to decide 
where we ought to establish our centre—I do not 
say to ‘‘ settle,’’ because about half our time will 
probably be spent in travelling throughout the 
diocese. An important matter for prayer is the 
appointment of a Chinese secretary, who will 
necessarily bear heavy responsibilities. By the 
autumn I trust we shall be able to begin our un- 
hurried visitation of the churches, which will feel 
keenly the loss of Bishop Holden’s pastoral over- 
sight. | 
Miscellaneous. 

Last Monday See 4 were no less than forty-nine 
missionaries in the city. We took advantage of so. 
unusual a gathering of ‘‘ foreigners ”’ (as we term | 
them out here) to hold two conference sessions on 
Friday and Saturday. There was lively but far from 
futile discussion on such questions as Sunday 
Schools, work among students, illiteracy in the 
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charted. medical work, a and many other 
topics. 

The location of missionaries is now a matter 
for the Chinese Church as well as for the Mission, 
but the relation of the missionary to the Church 
needs clearer definition, lest in the minds of some 
there should arise an unnecessary conflict of 
loyalties. 

Political conditions are quiet throughout the 
diocese, but local brigands, including large bands | 
here and there, are active in many counties and the 
measures taken to suppress them are very ineffec- 
tive. On the other hand, a real attempt is being 
made to subject the military forces in the province 
to civil authority. Opium is grown in only a very 
few counties. The poppy plants were rooted up all 
over K’aihsien this year when the first shoots 
pushed above the ground. 

Occasional buses run from this city to Suining 
and thence to Chengtu, but nearly all our travelling 
will be done by sedan chair or on foot. 

Miss Christensen’ s meetings are referred to 
pre a in this issue. May God enable you to 
follow them with your prayers, and to remember 
also the follow-up evangelistic effort to be con- 


ducted, God willing, in each station by the Rev. 
Benson and Miss Lii.

THE FIRST SYNOD OF THE 
‘DIOCESE OF WESTERN 
SZBCHWAN. 


Although there was nothing in its form to 
distinguish this Synod from the sub-synods held in 
previous years, the gathering which took place at 
Mienvang during the first week of January was in 
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several respects remarkable. The three features 
which chiefly combined to make it so, were all 
indications of past erowth and also contained in 
them the promise of future development. 

The very name of the Synod is the first of 
these. The division of the old Diocese of Szechwan, 
long overdue if area is the criterion of the size of 
a diocese and more recently warranted by the 
growth of the Church in the area, became a fact 
towards the close of 1936, so that this was the first - 
Synod of the newly-constituted Diocese of Western 
Szechwan. While this involved no real alteration 
in the constitution of the Synod, it certainly repre- 
sented a definite step forward in the life of the 
Church. 

Nothing could have been more appropriate than 
that the long anticipated visit of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Gurney Barclay should coincide with the holding 
of the first representative gathering of the new 
diocese. Mr. Barclay is the first Far East Secretary 
of the C.M.S.—indeed the first delegation of any 
kind from the Society—to visit the West China 
Mission, and his presence was a real inspiration. 

The third feature which contributed to make 
this particular Synod noteworthy was the series of 
addresses given morning by morning on the subject 

of ‘‘ The Duty of a Christian in the World To-day.”’ 
These talks covered a wide field but were all in- 
tensely practical. They were given by men who 
had obviously thought deeply on the various aspects 
of the subject. - They combined at once a real 
insight into the vital contribution that a Christian 


-. has to make in the world to-day with thoroughly 


- practical suggestions as to how even the simplest 
of village Christians can help to make that con- 
tribution. The four papers read were (1) Home 


_ Life, by Bishop Song, (2) Social Relationships, by 


Mane 


School, (3) Health, by ‘Dr. Wu Yuin-Kwang, of 
Mienchu Hospital, and (4) International Relation- 


_ ships, by Mr. Loh Djung-Shu, Dean of Arts in the 
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University. These papers, and the discussions 


which followed them, asvere found to be so useful 


that it was decided to ‘appoint a small committee 


to investigate how these ideas and suggestions — 


could be made: available to all the members of the 


church and not merely limited to those who were 


fortunate enough to be delegates to the Synod. 


The real tone of the Synod had been set on the 
Sunday before the business meetings, when a series 


of devotional meetings was led by the Rev. John 
Wang, of Shunking. His message was framed 
round the need to ‘‘ stir up the gift of God that is 


in -you,’’ and in simple but forceful language he 


showed that God is calling men to live lives that are 
really on fire for Him and that by the power of the 
Holy Spirit such a life is not only possible but 
natural. | 

The business programme of the Synod was an 
unusually full one and four days was found to be 
barely sufficient to deal with all the matters that 
had to be brought forward for discussion. As the 
various subjects were debated, it was pleasant to 
notice that the lay members, both men and women, 
took their full share in the discussions. Occasion- 
ally the suggestions made from the floor were a 
trifle wild and impracticable, but for the most part 
the speeches showed a true appreciation of the 
issues at stake and a genuine desire to do what was 
best for the church as a whole. 


Among the resolutions submitted by the 
Evangelistic Committee, and heartily welcomed by 
the Synod, none give more cause for encouragement 
than those connected with the ordination of 


workers. Two keen young men who have served for 


some years as evangelists, and who were last year 
made deacons, were recommended for ordination 
to the priesthood ; while two others, who are on the 
point of completing their college and theological 
_ training, were recommended for the diaconate. It 
1s hoped that these ordinations will take place in 
the summer and that the same service will witness 
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the ordination of the first Chinese deaconess in ite 


Diocese of Western Szechwan. 
The Medical Board of the Diocese was able ¥, 
report real advance during the past year and also 


to lay plans for a wider development of the work in 


the near future. To this end, an effort is being 
made to train men who will also be evangelists, and 
whose medical work in the district round Mienchu 
will be carefully supervised by the hospital doctors. 
Permission was also given to extend: the medical 
work at Mienyang. In view of the urgent need for 
another surgeon in Chengtu during the next year or 
two, the Synod decided that Dr. J. H. Lechler 
should be temporarily transferred from Mienchu 
to work in the capital of the province. | 


In the sphere of education the Synod was faced 
with a real problem. Either more money must be 
put into school work or, alternatively, the school 
would have to close down, either voluntarily or 
by Government order. The Synod chose the former 
of these alternatives, but with a certain reluctance, 
as more money voted to education meant so much 
the less for evangelistic work. It was obvious that 


this question of the relative sizes of the budgets for 
educational and evang elistic work was one which 


needed much longer a: d more careful consideration 
than it was possible » give it during the Synod. 
Another matter demanding a great deal of imme- 
diate and deep thought was that of self-support; 
how to draw a just balance between the amount 


of the pastors’ salaries and the sums to be sub- - 
scribed by the not over rich congregations towards | 


the support of their pastors. In both these matters, 


though the Synod finally reached agreement for the 


present year, there was a feeling ‘that this agree- 
ment was only temporary. 

It has become the custom in recent years to 
devote the evenings during the meeting of the 
Synod to the reports from the various parishes and 
institutions belonging to the Church. Despite the 
occasional inadequacy and even irrelevance of some 
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. of these reports, it would be worth while holding 

a Synod if only to listen to them. Made as they 
are by the elected lay delegates of the various 
churches, they give the most complete view of 
the work as a whole that it is possible to obtain in 
a brief space of time. The prevailing spirit in this 
year’s reports was one of encouragement coupled 
with a hope of greater things in the future.

STATION NOTES. 


Day 1. Langchung (Paoning). 

Prayer is asked on behalf of the patients who 
heard the Gospel while the hospital was open during 
the autumn. A few appeared to be genuinely in-— 
terested. Please also pray for those in the prison, 
both men and women, who have been visited 
regularly. 


Tanishan. Although all the girls in the 
Orphanage returned to the Farm last June, owing 
to the present lawless condition of the country 
‘making it too dangerous to send out money for their 
use, the children have now been moved back into 
Langchung and settled in the Girls’ School premises 
where some of them were before. At the end of 
special meetings conducted by Miss Wang Tsong- 
chen, who has recently returned from the Kiangwan 
Bible School, thirteen orphan girls came out and 
read decision cards before all the others, and then 
signed their names. Please pray for them. - 


Day 2. Ts’ten-Fuh-Ch’ang. 

Please remember in prayer twenty-eight men 
and five women who were recently baptised at this 
place. 


Day 3. Sintientsi. 


This place is still without foreign workers, and 
the country around is much troubled by bandits. 
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The teacher, Mr. Tai, has been iets regular 
services. 


Day 4. Kwangyuan. 
More country work has been possible recently. 


‘Visits have been paid to several places on the West 


and North roads, where it is very manifest that 
there are doors wide open for the Gospel preacher, 


but the districts are far from safe, and as winter 


advances are becoming increasingly ‘dangerous. On 


Christmas Day seventeen people were baptised, and 
two more have been received as catechumen. 


During October, Mrs. Holden was able to visit — 


Kwangyuan, and her visit was ereatly 
especially by the members of the W.M.S.L., 


whom she spoke. 


Day 9. Pachong (Pachow). 


Nine people were baptised on Christmas Day. 


Much distress is being. felt in this district, and — 


the prospects for the spring crops are poor, owing 


to prolonged drought. 


Day 6. Nanpu. 


Kleven people have recently been hentions here, 


and prayer is asked for them. It was hoped to 
conduct a week’s evangelistic campaign in nearby 
villages during the time of Chinese New Year. 


Futsunyi. In November an evangelistic band 
-of men and women workers, led. by the Rev. G. H. 


Aldis and Mr. T. E. Lloyd, visited Pa-Ko-Tsui and — 
‘Yenting. In the former place there was a cattle 
fair in progress, and great crowds of people heard 


the Gospel; while at Yenting, in spite of a measure 


-of opposition shown by city officials, there was — 


‘always a ready audience and good opportunities. 
Some seemed to be definitely influenced for the 
Lord. Nine people have recently been baptised in 
this area. 


Attendance services and_ classes has 


been good, and progress has been made. At a 


Day 7. Yingshan. 
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recent City Bible School, eight young girls were 
converted. During last year thirteen women and 
four men were baptised, most of these being young 
people. The year was one of advance among young 
Chowkow. On Christmas Day two teachers 
were baptised. There were nine baptisms during 
1936, for which praise is given to God. Please pray 
for those who have recently confessed Christ. The 
kindergarten school teachers, Miss Loh and Miss 
Wang, who have exercised a faithful ministry at 
the school for two years, have now been compelled 
to relinquish their task because of the opposition of 
the headmaster of the Chowkow schools. Please 
pray that fruit may result from ‘their work. 


Day 8. Nanchung (Shunking). 

Work in the city and country is being main- 
tained as usual. Several men inquirers have 
recently been added, and prayer is asked for them, | 
as well as for other work in this populous area. 


Day 9. Kwangan. | ee | 

The last few days of 1936 and the first few 
days of 1937 saw a special preaching effort in 
Kwangan City. All the Chinese workers came and 
the Gospel was proclaimed on the streets by day 
and in the two street chapels by night. Great 
crowds heard and much interest was shown, and a 
(lozen or more men professed decision for Christ. 
But follow-up work is difficult as a number of these 
live in the country. : 

All the missionaries went to Shunking for the 
consecration of Bishop Houghton and for the Synod 
which followed on that event. On Chinese New 
Year’s Day crowds of people came out of curiosity 
and there were splendid opportunities of telling 
them about the Gospel and of making contacts with 
them. Mrs. Wu, honorary Bible woman, preached 
steadily without a pause for at least six hours! 


Day 10. Yochih. 


Evangelist Yang Li-ken has moved to this city 
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with his tainly and much prayer is asked for him 


and for the feeble flock of Christians in this place, 


as well as for the great mass of the people who 
know nothing of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


Day 11. Kuan-yin-koh, 


Though work here does not expand at a very 


noticeable rate, yet at least it is not stationary and 
Pastor Chao is doing a faithful work. Prayer is 
needed for this large market and for the market 
of Peh-shih-ch’ang where there is a small and 
‘stationary congregation. 


Tai-shih-ch’ang. Pastor Wang continues here 
and the vs is not without encouragement. The 
Chrisfians have rented a preaching chapel on_the 
market, though unfortunately it is on a very dull, 


quiet, and unfrequented street. Had it been sought, 


a little foreign advice might have been useful; 
but then it would not have been indigenous! All 
the same there have been good times of preaching 
here. 


Day 12. Linshui. 
Evangelist and Mrs. Liu are here and it is 
reported that Sunday congregations are 


The churches in these three counties gave just 


under $200.00 towards pastors’ salaries in 1936, not 


much, but an increase of $60.000 on 1935. 

During 1956 Colporteur Ho, working only 
seven - months because of illness, sold over ‘12 ,000 
—— in the district. 


Mr. has been a good deal of 


time and trouble upon a new course of Sunday 


School lessons which began at Advent and is 
warmly appreciated by all “who use it, probably in 
the majority of stations. The Chihsien work has 
been making some advance and the ministry of the 
Rev. Wang Kung-Ai is evidently ‘appreciated, as 
the congregation was unwilling for his removal to 
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some other sphere. During the past year a new 
work has been started at Wu-Chia-Ch’ang; the 

first believers were received as catechumen at 
Christmas. They collected funds themselves for 
building a church, the work upon which has begun, 
though owing to the high price of rice the money 
collected proved insufficient and they have had to 
stop half-way. For 1937, the market of Chin- 
Pien-Si on the main north road has been chosen as 
an objective. The outstation previously opened 
there is practically defunct. . 


Day 14. Tachu. 
The main feature of the work at Tachu for the 
last few months has been the regular visiting of 
_ the country congregations and the equally regular: _ 
weekly evangelistic trips to one or other of the 
neighbouring markets, the journey to and’ from 
which can be done in the day, that is, those within _ 
a radius roughly of ten English ‘miles. Over: 
towards the mountains to the ‘south-east lies a | 
valley between Tachu and T’ienkiang, for which the- 
‘ia Tachu workers are responsible and for which they 
Vae feel burdened, as it is practically untouched. The 
leading market of the district 1s Cheo-Chia-Ch’ang 
where there was an outstation, but where the in-- | 
consistent behaviour of believers in the past ruined 
the work. The whole valley is over-run with 
brigands, but if men workers were available it 
would be possible for them to work at least in 
Cheo-Chia-Ch’ang itself, where there are premises. 
ready. Local conditions, too, should improve. 


Day 15. Tahsien. 
The work at the west gate preaching chapel 
has continued and in the evenings good numbers: 
have attended. Every Saturday evening about a 
dozen men gather for an inquirers’ class, but 
though they seem interested, saving faith seems. 
lacking yet. Prayer is asked for them. There are 
good numbers of women inquirers in the work at 
the church. The newly-formed branch of the- 
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Women’s Missionary Service League has been active- 
and enthusiastic; the members made themselves. 
responsible for the Christmas decorations and 
arrangements. | | 

At K’aikiang (formerly Sinling), a small city 
in the Tahsien pastorate, the congregation which 
has for years had a very wrong type of independence: 
and had severed their connection with the diocesan 
organisation and mission affiliation, recently made 
known their desire to link up again. Their leader, 
a former evangelist, has moved out of the premises. 
Great care and wisdom is needed to retain all that 
is best of the independent spirit, at the same time 
giving the Christians a new lead and all the 
spiritual benefits of fellowship in the general work 
of the diocese. 


In the Stianhan district a visit in December to: — 
Shuang-Ho-Ch’ang was used to solve difficulties and _ 
resolve misunderstandings which were threatening 


the unity of the congregation. This work is in dire 
need of cleansing either by the purging of sin from 
the lives of some of the Christians or by their 
being cut off. Communication has been established 
by letter with Christians in far-off Chengk’eo (ten 
days’ journey distant from Tahsien), and earnest 
prayer might open the way for a visit this spring. 
A young business man has returned to Wanyuan 
(T’aiping) who should be able to act as spiritual 
leader to the Christians there. Over most of 
Tahsien, Stianhan and K’aikiang, by January 
famine conditions were already becoming acute. 


Day 16. Liangshan. 

The winter term in the girls’ school has been a 
time of blessing in the lives of many. The young 
people’s band—the ‘‘ Trees of the Lord ’’—started 


in September at Mr. Carpenter’s mission—has, 


grown into a small forest. Shghtly improved con- 
ditions have made it possible for Archdeacon Fu 
to visit some outstations not visited for a long 


while, where he found dire need for the reviving - 
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work of God’s Holy Spirit. In the city, real life 
is manifested in the work. In preparation for Miss 
(‘hristensen’s visit in March, early morning prayer 
meetings were started in January, real live prayer 
‘meetings in three places, the church, the hospital 
and the mission compound outside the east gate. 
‘The work at T’ienkiang has gone on in face of 
difficulty. There has been a serious epidemic of 
small-pox in that county and the catechist, Mr. 
Wang Teh-Shi, and his wife, had the sorrow of 
losing a very precious little son on Christmas Day 
from this disease. Little Stephen Lambert also 
caught it, but fortunately his case was mild. 
Famine conditions are bad this spring and the 
Liangshan church has collected and sent forty 
dollars for relief to their daughter church. 


Day 17. K?’athsien. 

The city work has not been easy as Mr. 
Skinner has been practically single-handed.. The 
school has‘ continued and has had attached ‘to 
small hostels for Christian boys and girls attending 
government schools. This has proved a worth- 
while effort. Mr. King and his wife have been 
doing good work as colleagues to Miss Lucas in 
Wentangsing. Miss Iucas is planning to reach 
out from there to a neighbouring market in which 
premises have already been secured as a base for 
‘operations. 


Day 18. Wanhsien. 

At Wanhsien Mr. Benson has been able to 
initiate a new form of work. The Chinese Deputy- 
Commissioner of Maritime Customs, who has 
recently come, is a Christian of many years’ 
standing. By his invitation, about fifteen to 
twenty educated men and women from the Wan- 
hsien business world are meeting on Sunday after- 
noons in his home for Bible Study led sometimes 
by him and sometimes by Mr. Benson or Mr. Wang 
Hwei-Ming. This work, though small vet, has far- 
reaching possibilities. Pray er for Mr. Wang Hwei- 
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Ming the Chinese worker would be a valuable con- 
| tribution ; he is very much overwhelmed by personal © 
and family difficulties, the burden of which hasan 
adverse effect upon the spiritual quality of his. 
work. 


Day 19. Kweifu. > 

Mr. David Hsii has been working alone in the 
absence of the missionaries, and when Archdeacon 
Fu visited the station recently, he found he was. 
not having much encouragement. It has been sug- 
gested to him that he should move to Yuinyang, 


which would be more central for the pastorate as a. 
whole. So far Mr. Hsii has not felt able to do this, 


aE. though probably he will be going soon. 


Day Chongpa. 

Pastor and people in this city need our prayers 
badly. There are hindrances both within and with- 
out the church. Financial stringency is a great 
trial, and some of the Christians have not yet 
recovered from their losses‘at the time of the Red 
invasion of 1934. 


Day 23. Mienyang (Mienchow). | | 

In spite of disreputable buildings, badly in 
need of reconstruction but hampered for lack of 
funds, the school flourishes and has a good name 
among Government institutions. The high: spiritual 
tone is well maintained, and the discipline 1 is such 


that many non-Christians bring their most difficult 


children to this school to have their characters 
changed. Please pray that the Rev. S. H. Wu, the 
principal, may have all necessary grace and wisdom 
in his important task. The school gladly welcomed 
‘Miss Belcher on her return from ‘furlough. 


Miss Whitworth is also back from furlough 
and will be visiting the outstations regularly. 


Day 24. Anhsien. | 

Mr. Moh Hsii-kwang is doing good eck and 
has a number of voung voluntary helpers. Mr. 
S. W. Sherwood (Church Army) hopes to leave for — 
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furlough in the spring. The church this year at 
Synod repeated its request for a lady missionary 
to be sent for work amongst women and girls, and 
again had to be told that there was no-one to send. 


Day 25. ‘Mienchu, 


| Opportunities for the preaching of the Gospel 
-are greater here than they have been for many — 
years, and the educated classes are more ready to 
-study the life and teaching of Christ. Some of them 
have accepted Him and are now bearing quiet but 
‘consistent witness in their own circles. Girls’ 
‘clubs, men’s club, young people’s Bible classes and 
prison visiting are some of the weekly activities. 
Our hospital is a great evangelistic agency where 
men and women are brought to the Great 
Physician. 
During November the co-operation of the city 
authorities was sought and gladly given in a con- 


-centrated effort in the interests of public health. — 


‘The magistrate issued an order that all schools were 
to attend, so each day several hundred children in 
their uniforms, with flags and colours flying and 
‘accompanied by their teachers and members of the 
Education Bureau, filed into the church compound. 
‘They were given ‘talks on personal, domestic and 
public hygiene, taught various hygiene songs which 
they sang with great vigour, and presented with 
suitable literature to take home. The nursing staff 
of the hospital undertook to press home the same 
message by means of short plays, and a room was 
set apart as a midwifery centre where Miss Jones 
and her girl nurses gave instruction on how to 
care for the newly-born child and its mother. 
During the three days of the campaign about five 
thousand people attended. Quite apart from the 
instruction given, this effort has strengthened the 
bond between us and the municipal authorities, and 
we pray that the friendship thus established may 
be the means of winning many for our Master. 
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” Miss Fugl has been appointed to this city and 
her presence will be a great inspiration to Mr. 
“Hsiong the evangelist in his difficult work. 
Christians are few in number and lack initiative- 
and evangelistic zeal. Please pray for a revival in 
this church. 


Day 27. Hanchow. 

Archdeacon and Mrs. Donnithorne have just 
returned from England, bringing with them, 
amongst other things, a large tent for evangelistic. 
work. They were welcomed with enthusiasm by 
all their Chinese friends in Hanchow, who have- 
carried on the work with great vigour ‘and loyalty 
during their absence. 

Mr. and Mrs. J enkins, who leave shortly for. 
furlough, will be greatly missed. 


Day 28. Sintu. 

Since Pastor Keo’s appointment to this city, 
the work of the church has gone forward by leaps. 
and bounds. Mr. Keo, though an elderly man, is 
energetic and progressive, and his wife is a true. 
helper. Her presence has already been a great 
blessing to Mrs. Lo, the Biblewoman, who values 
Mrs. Keo’s companionship after struggling alone. 
for solong. Dr. and Mrs. Norman Parfit have been. 
located here for the remainder of their probationary 
period. 


Day 29. Chongkiang.

quarters from which to evangelise the surrounding 
villages.
